No 
claims have previously recited ammonium polyphosphate in combination with the other materials set forth in proposed claim 1 . 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is not agreed that it would have been 
unobvious to make the material of Nozaki transparent as at column 6, lines 8-17 Nozaki teaches that providing too much of the red 
phosphorous may result in a material with a strong red "tint" and may be difficult to color, even with pigment. This at least suggests that 
the composition is transparent. Further the Examiner maintains that a person having ordinary skill in the art would have appreciated that 
providing a transparent material would allow one to view the underlying substrate materials. 
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
